A coriec of throo commentaries, 
for example, contractc tho two provisional constitutions and concludes that, the 
Soviot- sponsored ono is moro democratic bocauco. it alone givos voting .. 
privileges to all ovor 21 and withholds thorn from "pro- Japanese." Another 

commentary reports that tho U.S. is "dootroying" oouthorn agriculture while 
tho Soviet Union ic hold to bo doing everything poaaiblo to advance agri- 
culture in tho northern zono. 

Both Moscow and Pyongyang, furthermore, tend to ooncontroto emphaoic on tho 
Soviet proposal for tho withdrawal .of troops. This propocnl and ita ro- 
Joction by American authorities ore hold ropcatodly to bo irrefutable evidence 
of Soviot "good will" and American evil intentions in tho Korean controversy.

Soviot commontatore aro concerned again thia wcoT^t^ poin^ out tho rightnosa 
of tho Soviot stand on ICoroa and tho wrongnoao’of tho United Statoa stand. 

Tho 10 May olootion oouth of the 58th parallol, tho Aosombly ostabliohed In 
Sooul, tho now Constitution, and tho novly-ohooon president Rhoo Syngman are all 
attacked as tools of Amorican "colonists." Similarly tho olootion scheduled 
for 25 August, tho Pcoplo'c Council, and thp Constitution of tho Soviet zone aro 
all docoribod in approving terms. 


Bronin and Danilov round up all those thomos and counterthomos in commontarioo 
broadcast 25 July and 2 6 July in English and. Koroan respectively, Thoy oontond 
that Amorlca ic dotorminod to split Korea but that tho USSR is intorootod only 
in tho unification of tho two zones. They contend that tho Amorican zono 
oloctions wore marked by torror and coercion but that tho balloting in tho 
Soviot zone on 25 August will be "the first" froo election in Korean history. 
Tho rospoctivo constitutions aro contracted ac being, in tho oouthorn zono, 
"docoptivo, " and in tho northern zono, "domooratic. "
